Mahler's S 3 was completed in 1895, the year he became 
a Roman Catholic. The Finale, upon which the transcription being 
performed today is based, was entitled "Was mir die Liebe enzahit" 
(What love tells me). The movement can best be described in 
Mahler's own words .-- "the peak, the highest level from which one 
can view the world, I could almost call it ‘what God tells me', 

in the sense that God can only be comprehended as love."

Handel was one of the most important baroque composers. Included 
amongst his prodigious productivity were many significant compo- 
sitions, for wind instruments.

It is truly great and highly representative music by 
this master composer. 























Overture and Caccia Gian Carlo Menotti 


Gian Carlo Menotti is best known for his short operas, The Tele- 
phone, The Medium, The Consul, and his Christmas television opera, 
Amahland the NightVisitors. The Overture and Caccia aretypical 
Menotti - light, gay, and tuneful. Born in Italy in 1911, he 
moved to the United States in 1928 upon being awarded a scholar- 
ship to the Curtis Institute at Philadelphia. Menotti teaches at 
the Curtis Institute where he has remained since attending as a 
student.

Capriccio Mel Powel] 


Capriccio for Band is a fantasy in free form. In both the nature 
of the theme and the form of the piece the work was influenced by 
the "Capriccio" as it developed in the writings of Handel and 
Bach. Mel Powell studied composition with Paul Hindemith at Yale 
University. Mr. Powell was chairman of the Composition Department 
at Yale from 1960 to 1969. In 1969 he became Dean of the School 
of Music of the California Institute of the Arts in Los Angeles.

Johan Nepomuk Hummel (1778-1837) was one of the Viennese classi- 
cal school's most prolific and popular musicians. He was a student 
of Mozart, Clementi, Albrechtsbergen and Salieri; a protegé of 
Haydn; a friend of Beethoven, Cherubini, Weber, and Chopin. In 

his time Hummel was more popular than Beethoven. His Trumpet 
Concerto was composed for the famous Viennese court trumpet vir- 
tuoso, Anton Weidinger, and his newly invented "keyed" trumpet. 

It is an impeccable example of the classical style.
